A 
devoted husband, deeply and visibly concerned about the con- 
dition of his eritically-ill wife, slips away from his work 


many times a day to visit the bedside. A young father, jubi- 
lant, yet worried, restlessly awaits the verdict of a doctor’s 
eonsultation— 

These and many more scenes occur continually at the hos- 
pital. Tragedy, sorrow, suffering and death are on the rec- 
ord. ‘To the untrained, to one unaccustomed to the sick room 
atmosphere, it is difficult to find enough emotional, nervous 
and physical resources to be able to remain calm in the time 
of great need. 

But to the nurses and the hospital staff, that is life. Any- 
time, the ambulance may arrive. Their patient may be a per- 
gon writhing in terrific pain; one horribly mutilated or one 
needing only quiet and rest. These guardians of our sick 
and injured have learned nobly how to meet emergencies.

One=Sided Cooperation? 

Upland should be officially represented in the Armistice 
Day parade. But the Chamber of Commerce is not going to 
have a float. Why? Finances is one reason, perhaps the prin- 
eipal one. Money comes from memberships and the number 
of persons and firms joining the civic organization determines 





the extent of its activities.
